Is Restoring 
Eyesight

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— A few dozen people blind for 
years now are seeing again 
through a new method of restor* 
ing the windows of the eyes, a 
specialist reported today. 


One man passed his driver's 


license test a few weeks ago, 
said Dr, Louis J. Gifard, of 
Baylor University College of 
Madicine in Houston, Tex. 


A woman, blind for 48 years 


—since childhood—now is able 
to see the children she reared, 
he added. 


The operation putting an arti- 


ficial cornea or "window" into 
the eye might help 10 to 15 per 
cent of the millions of blind peo- 


pl& fhmighcut the world, Gir« 
ard said. 


It applies only to those whose 


own corneas have been dam» 
aged by chemical burns or other 
Injuries or certain diseases, or 
who have congenital defects af- 
fecting the Cornea, he said in a 
report for the American College 
of Surgeons, 


He predicted that most opthal- 


mologists or eye specialists 
should be able to perform the 
operation, which takes up to l',2 
hours. 


Girard said he has placed ar» 


tificlal corneas into the eyes of 
60 persons in the last S'/a years, 
and at least half are able to see. 


"The 
results are the most 


gratifying 1 have had in my ca* 
reer as an opthalmologist," 
Girard said in explaining the 
technique at a news conference. 


The surgery uses a tiny shaft 


of clear plastic which acts as a 
thick lens. It has skirts or pro- 
jections of mesh which hold it in

Olympics 
Marred by 
Race Issue

Black, 
not gold, became the 


dominant color of these troubled 
19th Olympic Games today, 


As America's powerful forces 


moved steadily ahead in their 
quest of gold medals, and the 
cache should increase substan- 
tially with the start of swim- 
ming, the dark cloud of racial 
unrest o v e r s h a d o w e d the 
record-breaking 
performances 


of the U.S. athletes. 


Tommie Smith and John Car- 


los raised high the black-gloved 
fist of racial protest Wednesday 
while still on the podium after 
receiving their medals for a 1-3 
finish in the 200-meter dash. 


"White America would not un- 


derstand" the gesture, Carlos, 
of San Jose, Calif., said later. 
"They recognize me only when I 
do something bad and they call 
me 'Negro.'" 


They accepted their medal 


from Lord Burghley of England. 
Both had said they would not 
accept a medal from Interna- 
tional Olympic Committee Pres- 
ident Avery Brundage, who was 
in Acapulco watching the Olym- 
pic sailing. 


During the press conference 


Carlos turned to his wife and 
handed her the medal. "This is 
yours," he said. "I do not want 
it." 


He then said he would not at- 


tend another Olympics unless he 
paid his own way there, a broad 
hint of a boycott of the 1972 
Games in Munich, Germany. 


Smith, who won in 19.8, better 


than the listed world mark, lis- 
tened 
intently, 
nodding 
from 


time to time. Carlos has a pend- 
ing mark of 19.7, but it may not 
be 
allowed 
because 
of the 


brush-type shoe he wore in the 
race. 


Peter Norman of Australia 


was second, just edging Carlos. 


It was only one of a flock of 


world marks to fall. Bob Sea- 
gren of Los Angeles picked up 
America's only other gold med- 
al of the day with 17-81 k inches, 
better than the listed record of 
17-73i . Seagren, however, has a 
pending mark of 17-9. 


George Young, Casa Grande, 


Calif., won the other U.S. med- 
al 
Wednesday, 
a bronze for 


third in the 5,000-meter steeple- 
chase. Amos Biwott of Kenya 
won it in 8:30.8 and his team- 
mate, Benjamin Kogo, was sec- 
ond in 8:51.6. Young was timed 
in 8:51.8. 


That gave the United States a 


total of 12 medals, six of them 
gold. But Russia, the other giant 
of the Games, closed up a bit, 
winning two events and pushing 
its total modal collection eight, 
three of them gold. 


Russia's two victoreis came 


from Yanis Lusis in the javelin 
with a throw of 295-2Va, an 
Olympic record, and from Vic- 
tor Kurentsov in middleweight 
weightlifting with a total hoist 
of 1,04634 pounds, an Olympic 
record. He also set a world 
record with a clean and jerk of 
312'2 pounds. 


The 
United 
States 
was 


blanked in both, through Russell 
Knipp, Chicago, was fourth in 
weightlifting, just

U.S. Senate is one of the hottest 
races in the South this year and. 
for the first time in this century 
the Republican candidate is fa- 
vored.

given a slight edge over former 
Gov. 
LeRoy Collins in a cam- 


paign in which Vietnam has 
been the main issue but much of 
the speech time has been devot- 
ed to the candidates' past politi- 
cal bedfellows. 


Gurney has toured the Florida 


peninsula trying at every turn 
to tie Collins tightly to the John- 
son-Humphrey 
administration.

Claude 
Kirk, whose popularity dipped 
after an aborted drive for sec- 
ond spot on the Republican na- 
tional ticket.

member of the chain during his 
time in Washington and he sup- 
ported LBJ all the way." 


Collins resigned as president 


of the National Association of 
Broadcasters at President John- 
son's request in 1964 to become 
the first head of the Community 
Relations Service:' The next 
year, Johnson named Collins un- 
dersecretary of commerce.

kansas Law School, who is di- 
rector of the Arkansas Prison 
Project. 


Guzman had requested that 


the governor extend his mora- 
torium until the project is com- 
pleted and until the court is- 
sues are settled. 


Rockefeller had said in April 


that he would not set execution 
dates for any of the men on 
death row at Tucker Prison 
Farm until the high court has 
ruled on a case attacking the 
death penalty.

Guzaman, in a 19-page brief,

Kosygin spoke at the signing 


of a treaty with Premier Old- 
rich Cernik legalizing the Soviet 
occupation. His speech was re- 
ported by the Soviet news agen- 
cy Tass. 


Anticipating further criticism 


of the Soviet Union because of 
the treaty, Kosygin urged Com- 
munisty unity to combat this. 


"The enemies of socialism 


will fume and rage," he said. 
"They will try to distort the 
meaning of our treaty and to ag- 
gravate international 
tension. 


The enemies of Czechoslovak- 
Soviet friendship want nothing 
more than to erect a wall of al- 
ienation and sow distrust be- 
tween our peoples. 


"We must oppose this by our 


unity, which is stronger because 
it is engendered by the commu- 
nity of our class interests and 
our goals off building socialism 
and communism."

Show Biz Backers Do Their Things

HOLLYWOOD - (NEA)— At 


a southern California political 
rally. Jimmy Durante intro- 
duced the Democrafi| presi- 
dential candidate as Herbert 
,H. Humphrey." It was a typi- 
cal -Duranteism, and Hubert 
Humphrey didn't mind. 


In fact, like both of the 


major party candidates this 
election year, he was over- 
joyed to have Durante there, 
no matter how the comedian 
mangled his name. Today, as 
never 
before 
in American 


political history, celebrities 
are an important weapon in 
the campaign arsenal. 


They serve three purposes. 


The most direct is the fact 
that a big star endorses a 
particular candidate may, in 
itself, move a voter to support 
that candidate. 


"There are some stars," 


says a Democratic spokes- 
man who prefers to remain 
anonymous, "who have an 
enormous hold on the affec- 
tions of the public. James 
Brown, for example. He ap- 
peared 
with Humphrey in 


Watts. They call him Soul 
Brother No. J, and they have 
an enormous degree of respect 
for him. I'm sure he got us 
votes." 


The s e c o n d chief use of 


celebrities is to bring out the 
public to rallies. The feeling 
is that people might not come 
to hear the candidates but 
may show up to see the movie 
stars. 


"We feel," says John Curtin 


of the Celebrities for Nixon- 
Agnew Committee, "that the 
.people will vote for Nixon— 
if they hear what he has to 
-say. And the stars get them 
out." 


The well-organized Repub- 


lican team has 10 groups of 
advance men who go into 
cities where the GOP candi- 
date has a speech scheduled, 
a week before that date. They 
contact the Celebrities Com- 
mittee, r e q u e s t i n g certain 
types of stars to appear with 
Nixon. 
; "They tell us," Curtin says, 
"what they need — c o u n t r y 
.stars, s i n g e r s , comedians, 
whatever. They also tell us 
'What type of e o u n t y is in- 
'yolved — we work harder if it 
is 
a normally Democratic 


-county." 
"* Jthu-'d.jcelebriUes have a big 
value in getting an audience 
into a receptive mood. Curtin 
says Nixon has told him that 
it is much easier to talk to an 
audience after the entertain- 
ers have pepped them up a 
little. 


So prior to most speeches of 


both candidates, there is a 
noted MC and a troupe of 
entertainers. Naturally, both 
parties strive to get the big-

It has become accepted that 
politics and performing can 
mix -- w i t n e s s S h i r l e y 
MacLaine and Paul Newman, 
who were both delegates to 
the Democratic convention. 


There is still, however, some 


fear on the part of perform- 
ers. 


"Some television sponsors," 


says the Democratic spokes- 
man, "have a policy against 


their stars campaigning." 


"Our b i g g e s t problem." 


Curtin says, "is with television 
stars who are afraid of what 
the sponsor might say. The 
sponsor is afraid that the 
image m i g h t hurt his pro- 
duct." 


For 
instance, 
Bonanza's 


Lome Greene has indicated he 
will vote for Nixon, but will 
not campaign actively. Dan 
Blocker. however, continues 
to campaign on the Dem- 
ocratic side. 


The use of celebrities In 


political 
campaigns is not 


new, but since the election of 
two 
ex-actors — California's 


Sen. George Murphy and Gov. 
Ronald R e a g a n—the major 
parties h a v e come to rcc^ 
ogni/c that stardom is just as 
potent at the ballot box as at 
the box office. 


"The e x p e r i e n c e of a 


decade ago is obsolete," the 
Democratic spokesman says. 
"Today, not only does the 
entertainment industry take 
its politics seriously, but the 
people on the political side 
respect the actors' views, too. 
There is a certain credibility 
when someone like Alan King 
speaks on politics that even 
politicians envy." 


The campaign to line up 


stars continues. The parties 
sneer at each other's lists— 


the Democrats accuse the Re- 
publicans of cornering the 
market an doWboys (and, in- 
deed, with John Wayne, Chuck 
Connors, James Drury, Dale 
Robertson. C l i n t Eastwood 
and Fess Parker, they seem to 
have done fust that) while the 
the Republicans say that the 
Democrats have nothing but 
comedians. 


"We want young stars," the 
OOP's Curtin says. "Nixon 
has r e p e a t e d l y asked for 
young people, because he 
wants to a p p e a l to the 
younger voter." 


They have lined up Burt 


Ward (Batman's Robin) and 
Daktari's Cheryl Miller and 
Family Affair's Kathy Garver. 
Maybe not the biggest, but 
young. 


The Democrats have a head 


start, because an estimated 
60 per cent of actors are, by 
inclination, Democrats. 


A little touch of smear cam- 


paigning has crept into this 
phase of the race. The Dem- 
ocrats have hinted that the 
Republicans are paying their 
entertainers. 


"The vice-president," says 


the Democratic 
spokesman, 


"does not pay a cent. I won- 
der if the other side can say 
the same thing."

Three Fungi May Cause 
Ringworm Infections 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—P lease describe ring- 


worm, its cause and cure. 
Would a person who has jock- 
strap itch infect the bedding 
and spread it to others? 


A — Ringworm infections 


may be caused by three fungi 
—trichophyton, microsporum 
and epidermophyton. On the 
feet 
(athlete's 
foot) 
they 


cause itching and cracking 
between the toes and itching 
blisters on the exposed sur- 
faces. The victim may also 
get small itching blisters on 
his hands:^These blisters do 
not contain any of the fungus 
cells but only toxins produced 
by them and circulated by the 
blood. 


In the g r o i n , ringworm 


c a u s e s patches of redness 
with itching. On the scalp, it 
causes patches of itching and 
s c a l i n g 
with 
broken-off 


a skin rash. It has helped me 
but will it have any harmful 
side effects? 


A—This drug, griseofulvin, 


may cause headache, dryness 
of the mouth, heartburn, ab- 
dominal cramps, chest pains, 
dizziness, 
mental 
confusion 


and other alarming symptoms 
if the dosage is not carefully 
adjusted,

gus infection on his hands for 
two years.

Adopt Little 
Greek Girl

Ark. (Ap)—Nine-year-old Geor- 
gia PavlidakI may already have 
a Christmas present. 


That is, if a $50 check from 


her "foster parents," the in- 
mates of Tucker Prison Farm, 
has cleared the red tape yet and 
reached her at her home on the 
island of Crete. 


The 
inmates 
adopted 
the 


Greek girl eight to 10 months 
ago under the Foster Parent 
Plan, raising about $180 initial- 
ly for her support. They de- 
cided several weeks ago to send 
the Christmas present. 


Georgia's father was killed in 


an automobile accident about a 
year ago and she lives with her 
mother and two brothers, one 
15 and the other 11. 


Tucker 
Supt. Don Bassett 


said the mother earns 84 cents 
a. day as a farm hand. Georgia 
receives about $8 a month of 
the inmates' $180 from the Fos- 
ter Parent Plan. 


Bassett said that he guessed 


that when the money runs out, 
the inmates will hold another 
fund-raising drive. 


"This is strictly a project of 


the 
inmates," Bassett said. 


"The prison staff had nothing 
to do with it. But naturally we 
think it's fine." 


Bassett said that one of the 


leaders in the drive to raise 
the money was James Dean 
Walker, who is serving a life 
sentence for the slaying of a 
North Little Rock policeman. 
About 75 per cent of the 275 to 
300 Inmates contributed, Bassett 
said. 


The inmates have a complete 


history 
of 
their 
"adopted 


daughter" and a picture of 
Georgia is posted on the prison 
bulletin board. 


The Inmates have written her 


and she writes back, Bassett 
said. 


They have told her they work 


on a farm and describe the 
work they do, such as picking 
and chopping cotton. The letters 
are signed "Tucker inmates." 


Bassett said Georgia writes 


that she would like to see the 
inmates, thanks them and tells 
about herself. 


The letters are translated by 


the Foster Parent Plan in New 
York, he said. 


"This gives them .something 


else to think about," Bassett 
said. "All they have is time 
and if they have other matters, 
other worries—if you want to 
call it that—and desires, they're 
better off."

Weather Will 
Automatically 
Slow Bombing

WASHINGTON (AP) - Bad 


weather has cut bombing sorties 
over North Vietnam 30 per cent 
since 
midsummsr 
and even 


without an ordered halt the lev- 
el should drop over the next six 
months. 


This could be a major factor 


in the thinking of top U.S. offi- 
cials weighing the risks of a to« 
tal halt at this timo. 


U.S. fighter bombers since 


last March 31 have been re- 
stricted to strikes within the 
long, 
narrow 
panhandle 
of 


North Vietnam stretching from 
the 19th parallel to the demili- 
tarized zone separating North 
and South Vietnam. 


Pentagon figures show that 


the number of sorties rose from 
7,200 in April to 9,700 in May, 
10,300 In June and a good-weath- 
er peak of 14,300 in July. 


Since then, the trend has been 


downward to 12,900 In August 
and 10,500 in September. 


A sortie is one flight by one 


airplane. 


The northeast monsoon, bring- 


ing rain and overcast, set in 
about mid-September and will 
be the dominant weather fea- 
ture over North Vietnam, in- 
cluding 
the 
panhandle, until 


mid-April. 


U.S. military officials oppose 


any unconditional bombing halt. 
At the very least, they want 
North Vietnam to agree to truly 
demilitarize the six-m'le-wide 
demilitarized zone and to re- 
frain from shelling U.S. and 
South Vietnamese positions with 
artillery emplaced north of the 
DMZ. 


Military officers point out that 


a total bombing halt is only one 
of five basic conditions which 
North Vietnam has demanded to 
bring about meaningful peace 
negotiations. 


The others include: 
-U.S. pullout from the DMZ 


and committment to stop firing 
artillery at North Vietnamese 
positions above the DMZ. 


— A halt to all naval shelling, 


such as bombardment carried 
out by the 16-Inch guns of the 
battleship New Jersey. 


— Termination of American 


aerial 
reconnaissance 
over 


North Vietnam. 


— No more U.S. leaflet drops 


and other acts of psychological 
warfare. 


A big question in the minds of 


American military men is how 
long U.S. civilian authorities 
might take after the start of a 
bombing halt to decide whether 
or not North Vietnam is taking 
advantage of it. 


Of primary concern is the pos- 


sibility that U.S. and South Viet- 
namese positions and bases be- 
low the DMZ might be at the 
mercy of surprise enemy shell- 
ing. 


They fear also that a total 


bombing halt would give the en- 
emy the unmolested opportunity 
to build up supply dumps, pro- 
tect artillery positions and forti- 
fication, 
and prepare for a 


thrust along the ground into the 
south. 


Neither side has said anything 


about halting U.S. bombing of 
sections of the enemy supply 
and 
manpower 
infiltration 


routes running through Laos. 
These Laotian road networks 
connect with the North Viet- 
namese routes and, in turn, feed 
into South Vietnam. 


Thus, presumably, the United 


States would be free to concen- 
trate bombing strikes against 
the Laotian segments of the in- 
filtration channels. 


This c o n c e i v a b l y could 


neutralize the effect of freeing 
the road networks in Vietnam of 
U.S. air attack. 


One likely gain from i total 


bombing halt probably would in- 
volve reduced losses of U,S, air- 
craft, 


Only 92 American planes have 


been downed over North Viet- 
nam since the bombing was re- 
stricted to the panhandle 6*2 
months ago, 


Total U.S. aircraft losses over 


North Vietnam since summer of 
1964 stands at 906,
